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The  Wood  Memori 

It  took  a  generation  of  dreaming,  at  least  a  decade  of  careful 
planning,  nine  miles  of  plumbing,  and  an  appropriation  of  $1,- 
788,788  from  the  legislature  to  make  the  new  dental  building 
a  reality. 

Many  trips  were  made  by  the  late  Dean  Harry  Bear,  by  Dean 
Harry  Lyons,  and  members  of  the  faculty  to  other  dental  schools 
in  preparation  for  drawing  up  the  plans.  The  faults  of  other 
dental  buildings  were  recorded  in  order  that  their  mistakes  might 
be  avoided.  Every  member  of  the  faculty  participated  in  the 
contribution  of  ideas  and  plans  for  the  various  departments.  In 
1946  paper  work  on  the  building  was  initiated,  and  in  1949  the 
plans  were  approved. 

On  November  10,  1950  the  Board  of  Visitors  voted  to  make 
the  building  a  memorial  to  the  late  Dr.  Jud  B.  Wood,  a  Rich- 
mond dentist,  and  his  wife,  Bettie  Davis  Wood,  whose  estate 
provided  $1,455,000  for  the  college,  its  first  bequest  of  more 
than  one  million  dollars.  The  contract  was  let  on  August  1, 
1951,  and  construction  began  shortly  thereafter. 

Progress  on  the  building  was  slowed  up  from  time  to  time  by 
shortages  of  materials.  Strikes  have  assumed  more  than  a  political 
and  economic  importance  to  the  faculty  which  has  continued  to 
consult  with  the  contractors.  A  plumbers'  strike  has  now  made 
it  evident  that  the  building  will  not  be  ready  for  occupancy  until 
after  the  opening  of  the  school  session. 

When  the  dental  school  does  move  into  its  new  building  this 
fall,  the  superior  facilities  provided  for  instruction,  research,  and 
dental  care  of  patients  will  enable  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia to  enter  a  new  period  of  service  in  dental  education. 

All  courses  in  the  dental  school  curriculum  except  those  in 
the  basic  medical  sciences,  will  be  conducted  in  the  new  building. 
The  needs  of  the  students  and  faculty  were  given  primary  con- 
sideration. 

It  was  decided  to  locate  the  clinic  on  the  first  floor  to  make 
it  unnecessary  for  patients  to  use  the  elevator.  The  large,  bright 
laboratories  and  lecture  rooms  are  each  equipped  for  eighty 
students.  Drab  walls  are  out  of  date.  The  interior  of  the  entire 
building  is  painted  a  pleasing  shade  of  green. 

A  room  has  also  been  provided  in  the  basement  for  student 
lockers.  No  longer  will  clinic  coats  be  donned  in  the  corridors. 
Students  will  also  enjoy  a  lounge  room. 
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al  Dental  Building 

Freshmen  and  sophomores  will  spend  their  time  largely  on  the 
third  floor,  where  their  laboratories  are  located.  There  are  also 
three  lecture  rooms,  five  demonstration  rooms,  and  two  seminar 
rooms  on  this  floor. 

Among  the  innovations  in  dental  education  which  the  new 
facilities  can  make  possible  is  the  use  of  television  for  demonstra- 
tion. It  will  be  possible,  when  all  of  the  necessary  equipment 
is  procured,  to  demonstrate  a  technique  through  television  to  an 
entire  class  in  another  room.  Now  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  re- 
peating demonstrations  many  times,  because  frequently  only  two 
or  three  students  can  watch  satisfactorily  together. 

The  third  floor  also  contains  a  wing  for  postgraduate  educa- 
tion. The  School  of  Dentistry  has  received  a  grant  from  the 
W.  K.  Kellogg  Foundation  in  the  amount  of  $36,300  for  the 
support  of  a  postgraduate  program  over  a  period  of  three  years. 
Plans  are  nearly  completed  to  offer  a  series  of  short  postgraduate 
courses  on  various  subjects  early  in  the  spring.  Facilities  in  the 
new  building  will  permit  the  school  to  open  these  additional 
opportunities  to  the  dental  practitioner.  Information  regarding 
these  courses  will  be  mailed  out  in  the  near  future. 

Dr.  Seymour  J.  Kreshover,  professor  of  oral  pathology  and 
director  of  the  Department  of  Dental  Research,  has  recently 
been  appointed  director  of  graduate  and  postgraduate  instruction. 

By  virtue  of  the  bequest  from  the  late  Adolph  D.  Williams, 
students  in  the  school  of  dentistry  will  participate  in  certain 
scholarships  and  fellowships  which  were  established  in  1953. 
There  are  two  types  of  scholarships  available  to  students:  (1) 
those  based  on  academic  or  other  personal  merit,  and  (2)  scholar- 
ships based  primarily  on  student  needs.  In  making  scholarship 
awards  to  students  for  outstanding  performance  or  to  aid  needy 
students,  unusual  promise  and  ability  and  "scholarship,  charac- 
ter and  motivation"  will  be  considered. 

Fellowships  for  graduate  study  and  research  from  the  A.  D. 
Williams  fund  will  be  available  to  individuals  under  certain  con- 
ditions. For  graduates  in  dentistry,  special  facilities  are  available 
in  the  research  department  of  the  school  of  dentistry.  A  tissue 
technic  laboratory,  a  bacteriology  laboratory,  animal  rooms,  an 
animal  operating  room,  and  office  space  have  been  provided  in 
the  new  building.  The  work  of  the  department  has  been  car- 
ried on  in  two  small  rooms  in  the  basement  of  McGuire  Hall. 


The  Department  of  Dental  Research  will  continue  to  coordi- 
nate research  for  the  School  of  Dentistry  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Seymour  J.  Kreshover.  It  also  hopes  to  receive  additional 
funds  to  support  special  research  projects  which  are  being  in- 
itiated. 

Among  recent  research  projects  has  been  the  investigation  of 
the  influence  of  the  pre-natal  period  on  the  development  of  the 
dentition  of  the  new-born  with  specific  relation  to  various 
maternal  metabolic  dysfunctions  and  virus  diseases.  This  study 
was  made  in  the  belief  that  dentition  can  be  utilized  as  a  criterion 
to  indicate  adverse  maternal  influences  on  the  fetus  in  utero. 
Information  relative  to  transplacental  infection  may  be  afforded 
by  such  studies,  Dr.  Kreshover  stated. 

Studies  have  also  been  made  of  abnormal  tooth  development 
in  humans  with  an  attempt  to  correlate  such  abnormalities  with 
diseases  of  childhood  as  well  as  maternal  influences  during 
pregnancy. 

The  Department  of  Dental  Research  is  interested,  too,  in  the 
effect  of  tobacco  on  tissues  of  the  mouth  and  in  the  possible 
predisposing  factors,  such  as  vitamin  deficiencies. 

The  new  building  will  also  provide  more  space  for  the  faculty. 
Each  full-time  teacher  will  have  his  own  office  on  the  second 
floor.  Now  several  faculty  members  must  share  each  crowded 
office  in  the  basement  of  McGuire  Hall.  The  offices  of  the  Dean, 
including  a  conference  room,  will  be  located  on  the  second  floor. 
There  will  also  be  a  faculty  lounge. 

Efficient  handling  of  clinic  patients  received  much  considera- 
tion when  the  plans  were  drawn.  Patients  will  enter  a  large 
waiting  room  opening  in  the  center  of  the  front  hall.  They  will 
be  sent  to  the  diagnosis  room  where  there  are  seven  dental  units, 
each  partitioned  for  privacy. 

From  the  diagnosis  room  patients  will  be  sent  across  the  hall 
for  x-ray  examination.  There  will  be  five  units  in  this  depart- 
ment separated  by  leadlined  partitions.  A  small  room  is  pro- 
vided for  demonstrations  of  x-ray  technics. 

The  Department  of  Exodontia  will  be  located  in  adjoining 
rooms.   There  will  be  five  operating  units  here. 


In  this  wing  will  also  be  located  the  clinic  for  pedodontia  and 
orthodontia  with  sixteen  operating  units.  Present  facilities  in 
McGuire  Hall  have  made  it  necessary  to  treat  children  in  the 
main  clinic  along  with  adults. 

The  main  clinic  will  be  located  in  the  right  wing  of  the  build- 
ing. It  will  have  94  completely  modern  dental  operating  units, 
each  arranged  as  a  semi-private  cubicle  office.  Each  student  will 
have  his  own  dental  cabinet,  wash  basin,  storage  cabinet,  and 
x-ray  viewer.  Each  cubicle  will  have  a  modern  Ritter  dental 
unit  and  a  locker  for  the  patients'  wraps. 

Instructors  and  students  alike  will  welcome  the  signal  system 
which  has  been  devised  so  that  by  flicking  the  proper  light  a 
student  can  indicate  which  instructor  he  needs  to  check  his  case. 

Another  innovation  which  will  save  many  steps  is  the  inter- 
communication system.  A  speaker  connected  with  each  unit  in 
the  clinic  will  enable  the  student  to  talk  directly  to  the  registra- 
tion desk,  replacing  the  present  method  of  paging  over  the  loud 
speaker. 

A  technicians'  laboratory  is  adjacent  to  the  clinic.  There  is 
also  an  adjoining  small  laboratory  for  students. 

Space  has  been  provided  on  the  second  floor  for  the  Student 
Dental  Health  Service,  including  a  waiting  room,  a  business 
office,  and  a  laboratory.  This  service  will  have  three  dental  units. 
Details  concerning  this  clinic  will  be  announced  later. 

Across  the  hall  from  the  clinic  will  be  the  Dental  Museum. 
Here  will  be  displayed  a  large  collection  of  old  instruments, 
chairs,  and  engines,  most  of  which  were  collected  by  the  late 
Dean  Bear. 

Another  special  feature  of  the  new  building  will  be  a  lounge 
in  the  basement  where  the  maids  and  janitors  can  eat  their  lunch. 

With  its  complete  system  of  year  'round  air-conditioning, 
acoustical  ceilings,  asphalt  tile  floors,  beautifully  decorated  cor- 
ridors, especially  designed  equipment,  this  new  dental  school 
building  has  undoubtedly  the  most  modern  facilities  of  its  kind. 

With  the  acquisition  of  these  excellent  facilities  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  looks  forward  to  a  new  epoch  of  progress 
in  dental  education.

Reminiscing 

With 

The  School 

of  Dentistry 


The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  was  founded  in  1838,  before 
the  beginning  of  formal  education  in  dentistry.  It  was  not  until 
1840  that  the  first  dental  school  in  the  world  was  established,  in 
Baltimore.  In  fact,  dental  education  in  Virginia  began  not  at 
MCV,  but  at  its  rival  institution,  the  University  College  of 
Medicine. 

Founded  by  Dr.  Hunter  H.  McGuire  and  chartered  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Virginia  in  May,  1893  as  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  the  University  College  of  Medicine  in- 
cluded dental  and  pharmacy  departments  as  well  as  a  department 
of  medicine.  Dr.  Lewis  N.  Cowardin,  who  had  attained  great 
professional  prominence  in  Virginia,  was  appointed  dean  of 
the  first  dental  school  to  be  founded  in  the  area  between  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  and  Atlanta,  Ga.  or  east  of  Louisville,  Ky.  and 
Nashville,  Tenn. 

Twenty-two  students  were  enrolled  in  the  first  session  which 
opened  on  October  3,  1893.  There  were  thirteen  members  of 
the  faculty,  all  on  a  part-time  teaching  basis.  Because  there 
were  no  endowment  funds  and  very  little  capital,  the  buildings 
were  inadequate.  For  the  first  two  years  the  dental  technic  labora- 
tory was  located  in  what  was  formerly  the  kitchen  of  the  mansion 
of  Alexander  Stephens,  vice-president  of  the  Confederacy. 

For  the  first  session  all  tuition  fees  amounted  to  $100.00  and 
instruments  and  equipment  needed  for  the  first  year  cost  $30.00. 
Admission  requirements  consisted  of  a  "good  English  educa- 
tion." The  course  of  study  was  three  sessions  of  six  months 
each,  leading  to  the  degree  of  doctor  of  dental  surgery. 

In  1894  the  name  of  the  College  was  changed  to  the  Uni- 
versity College  of  Medicine.  The  next  year  the  department  of 
dentistry  was  elected  a  member  of  the  National  Association  of 
Dental  Faculties.  At  this  time  the  administration  discovered  that 
the  dental  course  was  far  above  that  required  by  this  body.  The 
school  was  compelled  for  a  while  to  reduce  this  course  to  avoid 
losing  students  who  had  found  that  they  could  get  a  degree 
in  dentistry  at  other  reputable  schools  with  lower  requirements 
and  with  less  effort  on  their  part. 

In  1895  the  first  class  was  graduated.  Uriah  Harman,  Rich- 
mond; J.  E.  Keen,  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C. ;  and  J.  P.  Stiff,  Fred- 
ericksburg, were  the  first  dentists  to  receive  their  degrees  in 
Virginia. 

In  1898  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  now  a  state  institu- 
tion, was  divided  into  three  separate  departments — medicine, 
dentistry,  and  pharmacy.    The  dental  department  was  chartered 
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The  Dental  Clinic  in  1895. 


by  the  legislature  as  the  Virginia  School  of  Dentistry.  Dr.  Henry 
C.  Jones,  professor  of  operative,  prosthetic,  and  clinical  dentistry, 
was  elected  chairman  of  the  faculty.  At  the  end  of  1898  the 
dental  department  graduated  one  student,  Sidney  Brooks  Perry, 
of  Lewisburg,  N.  C. 

In  1904  the  MCV  dental  school  was  admitted  to  membership 
in  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties  and  was  also 
registered  with  the  Board  of  Regents  of  New  York. 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  School  of  Dentistry  and 
that  of  the  University  College  of  Medicine  both  entered  a  period 
of  parallel  growth  and  development.  In  1903  MCV  acquired 
Memorial  Hospital.  In  1904  the  catalog  of  the  University  Col- 
lege of  Medicine  pointed  out  that  with  the  purchase  of  the 
Virginia  Hospital  dental  students  were  given  the  advantage  of 
oral  surgery  clinics  there. 

In  1912  McGuire  Hall  was  constructed,  replacing  the  old 
Stephens  mansion  which  had  been  completely  destroyed  by  fire 
two  years  earlier.  In  1913  when  the  two  rival  schools  were 
consolidated,  after  years  of  strife,  this  building  became  part  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  the  home  of  the  clinics 
and  technic  laboratories  of  the  MCV  dental  school.  Dr.  Richard 
Lee  Simpson  was  the  first  dean  of  the  consolidated  schools. 

With  the  increase  in  scientific  knowledge  the  courses  of  study 
were  changed  to  meet  the  new  conditions.  Many  new  subjects 
have  been  added  to  the  curriculum,  and  the  dental  faculty  has 
been  constantly  enlarged  to  conform  to  the  educational  require- 
ments of  a  fully  accredited  school. 

The  four  year  course  in  dentistry,  based  on  high  school  grad- 
uation for  entrance,  went  into  effect  in  1917.  The  minimum  of 
one  year  of  predental  academic  college  education  became  effective 
for  all  schools  in  1924,  althought  MCV  had  already  instituted 
that  requirement  in  1921.  Beginning  with  the  session  1937-38  a 
minimum  of  two  years  of  college  education  was  required  for 
admission.  For  a  number  of  years  three  years  of  college  education 
have  been  required  for  admission  to  the  dental  school. 

Since  1895,  1,192  dentists  have  been  graduated  from  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  the  University  College  of 
Medicine.  The  1,098  living  alumni  look  backward  with  pride 
and  forward  with  anticipation  at  the  progress  of  their  school  of 
dentistry.

The  patient  was  admitted  for  observa- 
tion June  3,  1952,  after  complaints  that 
the  Banquet  was  overcrowded,  service  was 
slow,  and  no  attention  was  paid  to  the 
signs  reserving  class  reunion  tables.  Dr. 
H.  Hudnall  Ware,  Jr.  M'24,  attending 
physician,  called  in  for  consultation  his 
medical  colleagues  as  well  as  authorities 
from  dentistry,  pharmacy,  and  nursing. 


Physical  Examination 

Careful  examination  revealed  that  the 
Alumni  Reunion  had  unexpectedly  dou- 
bled in  size  since  1951,  when  432  grad- 
uates and  guests  attended  the  banquet. 
It  was  discovered  that  only  382  tickets  for 
the  banquet  had  been  bought  at  5  p.m., 
on  Alumni  Day,  but  732  alumni  appeared 
at  the  hotel  at  6:30  p.m.,  necessitating  a 
delay  while  tables  were  set  up  for  the  350 
who  came  at  the  last  minute.  Further 
clinical  findings  showed  that  the  small 
committee  of  ushers  had  a  hopeless  task  in 
getting  732  people  to  the  proper  tables. 

Diagnosis 

Careful  advance  planning  by  a  large 
group  of  specialists  was  prescribed.  The 
case  was  turned  over  to  a  clinical  staff 
headed  by  Dr.  C.  L.  Outland  M'17  and 
Dr.  Harold  I.  Nemuth  M'39,  with  Dr. 
Ware  and  J.  Curtis  Nottingham  P'35  as 
chief  consultants.  Wilhelm  Haag  P'33, 
president  of  the  Richmond  Chapter  and 
his  Board  of  Trustees  served  as  hosts.  Dr. 
Nemuth  appointed  a  large  reception  com- 
mittee to  act  as  ushers  in  getting  alumni 
to  their  class  table.  And  after  consultation, 
the  entire  committee  voted  to  put  the  ban- 
quet tickets  on  sale  in  April.  They  were 
numbered,  and  it  was  announced  that  only 
the  first  700  to  be  sold  were  good  for 
the  main  floor  of  the  Virginia  Room.  The 
next  250  to  be  sold  were  for  the  balcony

of  the  Virginia  Room.  Additional  tickets 
were  available  for  the  Marshall  Room, 
which  was  wired  so  that  all  of  the  pro- 
ceedings could  be  heard.  Each  class  re- 
union chairman  was  responsible  for  see- 
ing that  only  his  classmates  and  their 
guests  were  seated  at  the  special  tables. 

Course  Under  Treatment 

As  expected,  the  alumni  saved  the  day 
by  buying  tickets  early.  Everyone  who  did 
had  a  place  in  the  Virginia  Room,  and 
the  late  comers  accepted  tickets  to  the 
Marshall  Room  so  graciously  that  it  con- 
firmed suspicions  everyone  has  had  all 
the  time — MCV  Alumni  are  especially 
wonderful  people.  There  were  some  set- 
backs. A  few  had  misunderstood  about 
buying  tickets  early,  but  the  committee's 
teamwork  and  the  cooperation  of  the  re- 
turning alumni  ironed  out  the  difficulties, 
and  the  Banquet  returned  to  good  health. 

Post-mortem 

It  was  not  necessary  to  conduct  a  post- 
mortem examination.    The  Alumni  Ban-

Follow-up 

The  1954  Reunion  Committee  will  be 
appointed  early  this  fall  and  will  go  right 
to  work  planning  for  next  year.  Dr.  J. 
Asa  Shield  M'24,  the  new  attending 
physician,  welcomes  your  consulations  in 
providing  for  the  Alumni  Banquet's  com- 
plete recovery.  The  case  will  be  reviewed 
annually. 

Summary  and  Conclusions 

The  1953  Alumni  Banquet  was  attend- 
ed by  almost  1,000.  It  indicated  that  an 
orderly,  enjoyable  banquet  can  be  suc- 
cessfully staged  through  concerted  effort 
and  cooperation  of  the  committee  and  all 
who  attend.  To  everyone  who  had  a  part 
in  planning  this,  the  biggest  reunion  ban- 
quet yet,  and  to  everyone  who  was  pres- 
ent, the  officers  of  the  Alumni  Association 
would  like  to  say,  "thank  you"  for  help- 
ing the  patient  respond  to  therapy.

A  Big  Afternoon  For  The  Osteruds 


The  reception  honoring  Dr.  H.  L. 
Osterud,  who  retired  as  professor  of 
anatomy  July  1  after  thirty-one  years,  was 
for  many  the  most  meaningful  event  of 
all  the  commencement  activities. 

He  had  come  to  the  reception  expecting 
to  see  only  a  few  close  friends,  but  the 
Alumni  House  was  crowded  with  several 
hundred  graduates,  faculty  members,  and 
students  who  wanted  to  recognize  person- 
ally what  he  and  his  wife  have  meant  to 
the  school. 

In  an  informal  ceremony,  Dr.  Harvey

his  "inspiration,  patience  and  untiring  ef- 
forts in  smoothing  the  rough  road  of  the 
freshman  year"  and  his  "interest  in  col- 
lege affairs  generally,  would  memorialize 
him  in  our  hearts  and  minds  forever." 

Dr.  Haag  presented  Dr.  Osterud  with
